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Section  3:  The  Power  of  Advertising 

In  Section  3 students  examine  and  analyze  some  of  the  techniques  used  by  advertisers  in  newspapers, 
magazines,  and  television.  They  read  and  respond  to  three  different  texts  (a  comic  strip,  a satirical  essay,  and  a 
memoir)  that  comment  on  advertising  and  its  impact. 

• Because  advertisements  are  everywhere,  students  tend  to  dismiss  them,  believing  themselves  to  be 
unaffected  by  them.  Introductory  activities  should,  therefore,  make  students  aware  of  the  following: 

-Ads  really  are  everywhere. 

-Ads  are  constructed  very  cleverly. 

-Ads  cost  a great  deal  of  money. 

-Ads  are  made  with  a great  deal  of  effort. 

-Ads  significantly  affect  everyone  exposed  to  them. 

• Your  student  may  find  it  interesting — and  eye-opening — to  keep  a log  of  the  number  of  ads  he  or  she 
encounters  in  one  day.  Include  ads  from  all  sources.  The  results  can  be  summarized  or  charted.  Which 
medium — print  or  electronic — “bombards”  him  or  her  the  most? 

• In  the  Lesson  1 assignment  you  may  need  to  help  your  student  to  see  that  the  ad  is  selling  an  image 
rather  than  a product. 

• Have  your  student  collect  a variety  of  advertisements  for  similar  products  (for  example,  shampoo)  and 
compare  the  techniques  used  in  the  ads.  Which  ones  are  more  effective?  Why? 

• In  Lesson  3 your  student  may  need  help  in  selecting  terms  and  images  that  indicate  the  memoir  is  set  in 
the  past. 

• The  questions  asked  in  Journal  Entry  61  serve  to  make  students  aware  of  just  how  much  they  are  affected 
by  advertising. 

• Your  student  may  find  it  interesting  to  examine  examples  of  ads  from  early  advertising,  for  example,  from 
the  ’50s.  Your  library  or  local  museum  may  have  copies  of  old  newspapers  or  magazines.  The  Internet  is 
another  source  of  ads  from  early  advertising.  Compare  the  ads  with  present-day  advertising.  Note  any 
differences.  What  changes  have  been  made?  Do  they  use  the  same  appeals?
